'I'he iioolroom [iropositlon will he 
voted on as a result of the refereiiduni 
petition which Wits iiresented after the 
passiiKe of an ordinance imdilhitiiiK 
poolroonis in Sierra Madre. 'I'he win¬ 
ery Iiuestlon will he voted on as a re¬ 
sult of the Initiativi' iietitlon which 
was circiilateil in Deceinht'r. 

The city attorney had iirevlously 
ruleil that the winery ordinance as 
suhmitled In the iiullllon would he un¬ 
constitutional and should not he suh- 
inltted to a vote. After studylnn the 
law on the suhject for the |iast two 
inonths he changed his oidnloii and 
ruled last nluht that the trustis-s were 
liound to call the idei'tlon rcKardless 
of the constitutionality of the propo¬ 
sition. The law clearly provliles the 
proposition must he suhiuitted with¬ 
out chatiKe. 

Senator Hewitt's Opinion 

In the meantime Senator Hewitt hail 
advised the hoard to the same effect, 
and further that the ordinance pro¬ 
posed was entirely within the (lowers 
of a city of the six class. He advised 
that the failure to call the election 
within the 35 days specllled In the code 
would not In any way invalidate the 
result If the election was called later, 
reaurdelss of the issue of the elei'tion. 

Trustee I’citler was averse to suh- 
ndltlpK the (iroiiosttlons at all, clalni- 
lliK that the trustees were elected to 
decide such uuestlons. .After a lengthy 
discussion it was moved hy Truslen 
Tarr and seconded hy Trustee Or.iy 
that the election he called.

The highest mountain in Oregon Is 
.Alount Hood. 11.325 feet above the sea 
level. Compared with Mount AA'hitney, 
to the south In California, and Mount 
; liaiiiler. to the north In AA'asliington, 

; each rising Well above 14,000 feet, 
j -Alouiit Hood does not appear as a sky¬ 
scraper. However, aoconiing to thg 
j geologists of the I'nited States Oeo- 
i logieal Survey and other aiithorotles, 
iiregon had at one time, probably be¬ 
fore the dawn of life upon the earth, 
a great volcano which towered as far 
above Mount Hood as does Mount 
Hainier. possihly even several thousand 
feet higher.

Crater Uike is the caldera of this 
extinct anil collapsed volcano and is 
nearly 6 miles In diameter. The Inside 
walls of tlu‘ rim of the ancient moun¬ 
tain are in places nearly 4000 feet high 
and almost perimndicular. The lake It¬ 
self is in (duces 3000 feet deep and 
I [parts of the wall rise above its waters

Hie angles of the lower slopes, wldch 
still ri'iiialn. sImws that the apex could 
. not have been far from 15.000 feet In 
, Imiglit. so that .Alount Mazania was one 
; of Hie most lofty and majestic peaks
